'ihe, shad is :i member of the herring 


family, an iiumen<e tribe that includes 
the sardines, the alewives, or "river her- 
rings," aud many well known lishes, a"n<l, 
like them, it is a salt water ti--h. Little 
or nothing is known of Us ocean life. 
The paits of the sea to which it resorts, 
the food it eats and its movements when 
in its true home have not been dct«-r- 
miucd, and it pvesetits the strange anom- 
aly of a sea lish known only in fresh 
water. 
Like its kindred, it moves in 


great shoals, and to this fact the family 
owes its name, for the word herring j 
came to us from an old German term 
meaning army. 
The movements of the 


shad seem to depend on the temperature 
of the water, and a late spring will delay 
their coming very materially. 


The annual run into the rivers is solely 


for spawning, and they appear in almost 
regular succession, according to latitude. 
About the middle of November the run 
commences in St. Johns river, in Flor- 
ida, and the first or second week in Jan- 
uary finds them in the Sa-vannah and 
Edisto. 
Somewhat later they enter the 


streams of North Carolina, while April 
is usually the month in which they are 
most abundant in the Potomac. By the 
middle of May they have reached New 
Bruusn ick, and their season is over. The 
time they stay in fresh water varies, and 
it seems that under some circumstances 
they may remain in the rivers throughout 
the year, and occasionally one is taken in 
midwinter, but as a rule they are found 
only in the spawning season. 


Shad were formerly very abundant and 


went for long distances up the rivers in 
search of spawning grounds. The reck- 
less building o"f dams cut them off from 
the spawning beds and so diminished 
their numbers until they seemed threat- 
ened with extinction, and the shallows 
on which the eggs are laid became clog- 
ged up by the sawdust and other refuse 
that a shortsighted public policy allows 
to be thrown into streams. The fear of 
the loss of, this important industry was 
one of the causes that led to the estab- 
lishment of the United States commis- 
sion of fish and fisheries, and it is mainly 
by the efforts of this bureau that it has 
been -restored Lo its Importance. 


This has been effci-ted by artificial cul- 


ture. The fish commission has several 
stations situated on noted shad streams 
and a steamer, the Fishhawk, that is 
practically a flo .ting hatchery that fol- 
lows the fish, and in these millions of 
young shad ure hatched. The "ripe" fish 
are captured on the way to the spawning 
beds, and the spawn is gently pressed or 
"stripped" into tin pans and feitilized by 
•nilt taken from the males by mixing 
«ggs and milt together. The eggs are 
then put into the hatching jars, and then 
the fry develops. The jars are arranged 
so that the water flows in through a 
tube that reaches nearly to the bottom 
and flows out through the top, the cur- 
rent keeping up a boiling motion in the 
mass of eggs. All the dead eggs rise to 
the top and are carried ofE into the waste 
pipes, so that they are not dangerous to 
the living ones. The living eugs are 
heavier than the dead ones and stay near 
the bottom, so the hatching jar sorts 
them out automatically. 


In from 3 to 15 days, according to the 


temperature of the wnter, the fry begin 
to hatch. 
A young shad is about one- 


third of an inch long aud is almost trans- 
parent, and to this invisibility it owes 
its escape from enemies 
As soon as it 


hatches the young fish rises to the top 
of tli«> jar and is carried by the ctirreiit 
of -water into a large collecting tank, 
where it stays until the whole lot is 
hatched. The fish commission gets about 
OS per cent of fry from the eggs it pro- 
cures, including unfertilized and 
ileatl 


eggs in the count. A pair of shad yield 
from 15,000 to 30,000 fertile eggs, so if 
but two in this number reach adult age 
the number will be maintained. 
This 


means that in nature only from 1-150 to 
1-75 of 1 per cent survive. 


As soon as possible after hatching is 


complete the young shad arc planted, 
The fish commission cars are loaded with 
tanks filled with fry and dispatched to 
the rivers into which the tiny fish are 
put to reappear some four or rive years 
later as fine, luscious food. 


Richly endowed by nature as is our Pa- 


cific const, one valuable gift was mining. 
The shad is not a native of the Pat ilic, 
and soon after the fish commission was 
organized it was urged to try to iutio- 
duce the fish into these new waters. No j 
such feat had been attempted before, but 
Professor Baird, aided by Dr. Turleton 
H. Bean and Livingston Stone, finally 
succeeded in carrying the Atlantic fry 
across the continent and planted them in 
the

have followed, aud the fish is now abun- 
dant from Mexico to Alaska, llad the

A crucible of the proper capacity, hav- 


ing been bricked into the oven situated di- 
rectly over the fuinace—the mouth of the 
crucible only being left exposed—is heat- 
ed very gradually for about ^JO hours ot 
so, when it becomes white hot. It is then 
ready to receive the glass producing sub- 
stances. These are thrown 1n, a small 
shovelful at a time, and very soon begin 
to bubble and boil at a tremendous rute. 


Were too much thrown in ut once the 


mixture •would boil over just like milk 
and be lost. To fill the crucible complete- 
ly, therefore, if it be one of some size, 
take- nearly 24 hours. After it is tilled 
the contents are allowed to go on simmer- 
ing for another ten hours or so, at the cud 
of which time the crucible resembles a 
vat of frothy soapsuds. 


Up to now it has been mere child''! play. 


The real heating has not begun. The fur- 
nace being put in full blast, the tempera- 
ture iu the crucibles rises until it is some- 
times as much as 3,300 degrees Fahren- 
heit. At a temperature such as this the 
lens maker may consider himself fortu- 
nate if the bricks of the oven do not melt 
and the crucible itself crumble away. 


Should no such catastrophe occur, how- 


ever, the period of intense heating is con- 
tinued for from 20 to 30 hours, during 
which time small ladlefuls of the seeth- 
ing liquid are taken out every few miu 
utes and rapidly cooled. They have tho 
form when cold ot half glass bulls, and 
each of them is minutely examined with 
powerful magnifying glasses and in every 
kind of light to see whether it contains 
air bells. So long as the smallest bubble 
is detected the heating has to be con- 
tinued. 


At last, -when all the specimens have 


been found to be perfectly free from air 
bells, the heat of the furnace is reduced, 
and the liquid in the crucible is skimmed 
of all the impurities which have rise.ii 
like scum and are floating on the surface. 


Now begins one of the most difficult 


parts of the process. This is tho stirring 
and mixing. 
Tho substances of which 


glass is composed are always tending to 
separate from each other while the mass 
is cooling. This it is that causes the for- 
mation of threads. 
To counteract this 


tendency, therefore, a stirring rod of 
clay, raised itself to white heat iu a sep-

to what is comparatively nothing (for 
glass)-viz, about l,r>00 degiees F. The 
heat, in fact, must be sufficient to soften 
the glass and make it take the foim ot 
the mold. Should it be raised beyond a 
certain point, so that the glass becomes 
fluid once more and boils, all is lost. 


After it hns been molded and cooled, 


with tho same precautions as were adopt- 
ed in tho first instance for the crucible, 
the lens is roughly polished on the edges, 
examined with greater care than ever,

but it should be remembered that its ex- 
pression is materially iuHuouced by the 
attitude of the ear, an organ which is of- 
ten lost sight of as far as being an index 
to the animal's character is concerned. 


Our experience in judging horses has 


led ns to regard the car with much care, 
as its attitude and movements indicate 
quite a variety of conditions. Horses 
whose ears are ever restless without ftp- 
parent cause are frequently ultra nervous 
creatures, well worth watching. 
Again, 


the restless, ear will sometimes point to 
defective eyesight, which may be accom- 
panied with partial or total loss of vision, 
while animals which throw them closely 
back upon the poll are Often inclined to 
nip or bite. Indeed this very attitude is 
frequently a signal for combat. 


On the other hand, horses whose ears 


are kept nearly iu the snme position most 
of the time aro more than "likely to ]>e 
dull, stupid creatures, if they are not 
totally deaf. Deafness iu horses is not at 
all a common thing, though we occasion- 
ally meet with cases in which the ani- 
mal's attention cauuot be attracted by 
sound. 


The ear of the horse is not only a par- 


tial index to the animal's character as far 
as vice and docility are concerned, but Us 
movements will at times sound the key- 
note of da niter or warn us to be on the 
alert. In this connection a somewhat re- 
markable incident was related to the 
writer a few years ago by one of the 
TTnion soldiers who escaped throuch that 
famous hole in Libby prison, but was aft- 
erward retaken. The oMicer who recap- 
tured the man subsequently informed him 
that his proximity was first revealed by 
the ears of his (the officer's') charger. 


The story, in brief, was that the escap- 


ing soldier and a messmate were conceal- 
ed in a wood. One night they were close- 
ly pursued by a southern olHcer and his 
men, and while stealing away from them 
fls- cautiously as they could the- crackling 
?f the dry leaves attracted the attention 
of ihc captain's horse, which somewhat 
suddenly and without apparent reason 
prickrd its ears and seemed alarmed. The 
officer, taking the hint, ordered his troop- 
ers to surround the spot, and by the 
morning he had the two fugitives closely 
corralled. 


Another feature which is regarded by 


ninny as an index to the character of a 
horse is tbe color of its coat, some believ- 
ing that chestnuts or sorrels are likely 1<i 
be high strung, nervous crenti.res. while 
gray horses often get the credit of being 
very docile, but our investigation along 
this line has not led us 1<> believe that 
there is any reliance whatever to be 
placed in opinions formed upon sm-h a 
theory. 
It is also contended that color 


has much to do with the comfort of the 
Animal when exposed to the sun's rays, 
especially in the summer season, but ob- 
servations have not demonstrated the 
truth of this supposition, as it has beer, 
clearly shown time and again that dark 
horses are alile to do just as much work 
without showing fatigue as those of a 
lighter color. This may be accounted for 
by the fact that the coat is a nonconduct- 
or within certain limits, so that it prob- 
ably makes little difference what color 
it is as far as the temperature of the 
parts beneath is concerned. 


In studying tbe character of a horse it 


may be well not to jump nt conclusions, 
but observe its habits carefully nnd give 
every link line consideration before com- 
ing to a final conclusion.—Professor K. 
A. A. Orange in New York Times.
